CorUinned, 
The Cuttle Fish.— About the beginning 
of August, the throngs of cnpelln vrhich 
had enlivened the .siiorcs, f;ive way to the 
throngs of cuttle-fish. This animal t-eems 
to SUOceod the other, as if to supply iinine- 
dialely provision to the cod. It is of equal 
importance in Newfounilland as the capc- 
liii, as it is the bait with which the other 
luilf of the cod here is caught. 

The outtlo-fish does not appear at Labra- 
dor in cinantitios the same as at Newfound- 
land;— from whioh it might bo inferred 
that it migrates only to and from the deep 
■waters. 

The common si/.e of this animal is from 
C, to 10 inches in lenf;tli ; but it has boon 
mi-t with of collossal si/o. Ihiring violout 
giiles of wind, hiindrcils of tons nf thi'in 
are often thrown up together iu bods on tlio 
flat beaches, the decay of which spreads an 
intolerable effluvium around. It begins to 
retire from the coast in September. It is 
made no use of except for bait; and as it 
maintains itself in deeper water than the 
napolin, instead of nots being used to tnlce 
it, it is jigged ; a jigger being a niuiiber of 
hooks radiating from a fixed centre, made 
for the purpose. The eoil is in host con- 
dition (iftcr having fed on it. 

"When shoals of the cuttle-fish and of the 
capelin conic in contact, the latter alwayp 
retreat, and from the wounds thoy carry 
with them, are sufferers in the attack: 
Thosq animals dart backwards and for- 
wards, with n quickness which the capelin 
cannot escape. 

The outtle-fish is supposed ♦o iinpart the 
erimson color, whioh the sea exhibits in 
irioua parts here, during tho latter part of

have no reason to fear. If she knows her 
own interests, America will never look with 
an eye of envy on these colonics, for not 
only will tin-}- always ulfnida ready market 
for her jn-oJuce but form a Ijarrier from the 
encroiichuicntjj of Russia. And this latter 
reason as well as the consideration of tho 
tics of. .common brotherhood will prompt 
them in our hour of need, if that should 
arrive, to come over and lielp us. 1 doubt 
very much whether at any time we shall 
carry on an important trade with Hngluud 
on aei'DUiit nf the ouunnoiis distaiiei^ whicli 
separates us Irein thi' muther country and 
the proximity of a good market. Xo doubt 
the ju'odticts (if (.'hiiia, .Japan, and perhaps 
of India and Australia, will slowly find 
their way here, but at present it is to the 
North Western States of America that we 
must look for our chief support. How ca- 
pricious then and impolitic it must be that 
a feeling nf animosity should he excited, 
and that any spirit but that iif i.'ordiality 
and good will slinuld exist between us. It 
is to their energetic iind speculative char- 
acter that we owe, in a great degree, the 
present prosperity of this town, and though 
this characteristic brings with it many 
drawbacks, yet in the infancy of a colony, 
I ((uostion whether it bo not more useful 
than llie sl'iw but sure and steady perseve- 
rance of tho Englishuian.
